| Correspondence of the Alexandria Gazette, |

Crry or Mexico, Aug. 31.—The anniver-
sary of the fall of the Aztec empire in 1521,
August 13, was duly honored here at the
capitsi this year by unveiling o fine statue
of the !est end moat hercic of all the Aztec
yulers. At an early hour the mounted and
foot puards of the ¢ity, with several cowmpa-
pies of soldiers. were marched out in their
holidey costumes to the sound of bands of
wusic aud uonder the most beautiful banners
the country could produce. It was indeed
a gay scene, with a strong savoring of mod-
crn military display by the side of a semi-
barbarie splendor handed down from the
days of the Aztec rulers. At the “Segunda
Glorieia” in the *'Paseo de la Reforma,” or
the second cirgle ef the reform drive, the
statue is situated. From here the scene of
tho wixed and advanciog hosts made a pice
ture nevir to e seen but ence and never to
e forgotten. I'he trumpeters of the Mexi-
ean-army rode ahead, mounted on black
horses,  The blast of a hundred bugles and
wuving of many banners, with the bright re-
fleetion of swards, bristling “bayonets, and
polished helmets, epaulettes, buttons, buck-
el and badges made a picture which for
military display can hardly be surpassed on
thiz continent. Next came the President
in n close carringe drawn by two prancing
dapple-gray horges with two livery men in
attendance, and & mounted body-guard rode
before, behind and on either side. The
sident is a fust driver and his andvance
surrounded by his guards all comiog in a
pallop reminded us of a picture we once
saw representing the Czar flying before the
nihilists. Just behind bis carriage followed
the ministers of state nod members of his
cabinet. Oun the arrival of the party a salute
of twenly guns was f{ired and the bands
vlayed the nationsl hymn of Mexico, amid
the “Vivas bMexico” of perhaps fifty thou-
=mnd people. On leaving the carriafre the
'resident and party were escorted to a larga
| rostrum covered with canvas and provided
with paintings on the back ground repre-
senting the twin mountains of Myer Blanco
and the voleano of Popoeatepet] hesides the
chief gods of the Aztecs. In the locality there
were many beautiful florel arches with large
leolumns sod minareta with  litttle spires,
the whole of which was completely hid with
flowera from the ground to Lhecrowning
points of the tower. Then the entire paseo
leading to the old cpstle of Chepultepec
was hung with flags, bauners and lined on
eitber side with guards and adorned with
trin aphal arches The ceremonies at the statue

flowers, and in places more than & foot deep. This
provession, in 4 very impressive manner, repre-
seuted the Aztees of to-day and their customs
of long ago.  They were clothed in blankets and
wore sandals and baggy broeches, and a few were
attired in leather suits, fringed with cloth and
ntorned with dark cmbroidery down the side
wud arounid the cuffs and collars. They carried
ners, {lags of Mexico aud & long cane stock,
witu fenthers, fans and red baudkerchiefs tied to
the top.  Others had large ted blankets on and
were provided with string and wind instruments,
wpon which they played mavy pleces of music
that would have been a credit toa fur more cul-
tured race.

‘I'he statue is nearly fifty feet high, with a base
1 thirty fect square. On either side there
. reliefs, one of which represents the
of the king to Cortes: the other the
torture by a slow fire to make him tell the hiding
place of his Lreasures.
